quickly to Portland, Ore. 


Only a few steps removed from a 


three-mile line of National Guard ma- 
chine guns and bayonet-tipped rifles 
commanding peace on the strike-torn 
waterfront, a call for a general strike 
was formulated by a joint committee 
of 50 representing the union ranks in 
the long maritime walkout. 


John O'Connell, president of the San 


Francisco Central Labor Council, said 
the agents of 120 unions with a mem- 
bership of 45.000 were meeting to dis- 
cuss the advisability of a complete 
walkout. A two-thirds vote was nec- 
essary to carry the question. 


Representatives of SO unions in Port- 


land approved a resolution calling up- 
on a committee to meet not later than 


(- Monday to formulate plans for a gen- 


eral strike in sympathy with the walk- 
out of 27.000 coast longshoremen and 
marine workers.

NEW YORK —(/P)— The Roosevelt 


administration, it was reported Fri- 
day night by an authoritative source, 
is working on a plan to supplant the 
NRA with a strictly-regulated self- 
government for industry. 


Hugh S. Johnson, recovery adminis- 


trator, initiated such steps several 
weeks ago in a preliminary set-up 
given to President Roosevelt for study. 
Revisions were suggested. These arc 
being maed now for final approval of 
the prcident. The source of the infor- 
mation is unusually close to the ad- 
ministration. The authority said the 
plan is almost certain to be effected. 


As outlined, the program provides 


for continuance of the codes as a 
permanent feature of industrial life. 
Under these codes, pursuant to the 
rules of conduct laid down by the fed- 
eral government and supervised close- 
ly, industry would be given the chance 
to govern itself.

deputy secretary of state, tentatively 
declined Friday to accept petitions for 
a proposed initiated constitutional a- 
mendment to abolish the poll tax as 
a qualification for voting, and sent 
a letter to Attorney General Hal L. 
Norwood asking if the secretary of 
state should accept initiative petitions 
bearing fewer than the required num- 
ber of signatures. 


Thomesberry Gray, of Batcsville, 


.sponsor of the proposed amendment, 
filed petitions bearing approximately 
1,300 names and contended that he 
had the right to "amend" the peti- 
tions within 30 days by filing the re- 
mainder of the required 22,188 names. 


Members cf the attorney general's 


staff said an opinion would be pre- 
pared today, holding that the .secre- 
tary of state is without authority to 
accept petitions unless they her the 
specified number of signatures. They 
said unofficially that the provision of 
the initiative and referendum amend- 
mend giving sponsors 30 days for "cor- 
rection or amendment" after they are 
notified by the secretary of state that 
the petitions are insufficient, has ref- 
erence to errors or minor defects in 
the language or form of the petition 
and does not mean that additional 
names may be filed, is the required 
number was not obtained within the 
time specified. 


Mr. Gray said he vould take the 


Question to the the courts, if (lie sec- 
retary of state declines to accept the 
partial filing. He said he believes a 
sufficient number of signatures has 
been obtained but that persons in var- 
ious counties in charge of circulating 
the petitions failed to return them in 
time to be filed. The time for filing 
such petitions expired at 12 Thursday 
night, Mr. Higgins said. 


It was reported that sponsors of the 


proposed amendment to establish a 
uniform system 
of 
slate-supported 


common schools contemplated filing 
approximately 17,000 names with a 
view of attempting to "amend" the 
petitions by filing additional names 
within 30 days. A spokesman for the 
group said, however, that no such ac- 
tion would be taken and that the 
school amendment would be dropped 
until two years hence. 


Sponsors of the proposed amendment 


to reduce the legal rate of interest 
from 10 to six per cent and of a 
proposed initiated act to legalize the 
sale of whiskey in Arkansas, did not 
file petitions, and did not offer any 
explanation for their failure to do so.

ht-t fact that, from 1909 to 1927, the 
United Sfcites Public Health Service 
reported 32 epidemics believed to have 
ben caused by contaminated ice cream. 


Ingredients of ice cream include 


cream, milk, condensed milk, skim- 
med milk, and similar substances. All 
cf these should be of known quality 
as to nature and number of bacteria 
that they contain. Only products that 
are of very low bacterial count should 
be permitted in making ice cream. 


All equipment u.sed in the manufac- 


ture of ice cream, including Cans, pipes 
pasteurizing appratus, and 
so 
on, 


should be thoroughly sterilb.ed and 
washed before being used. After the 
ice cream has been made and pas- 
tuerizcd, it is still possible for germs 
to get into it. 


Usually nuts, fruits, colors and flav- 


oring materials are added after the 
product has been mixed anc! pastuer- 
ixecl. It is necessary to be certain that 
such added ingredients are free from 
large numbers of germs. 


The persons who handle the ice 


cream should be cautioned »s to thu 
dunger of contaminating this: food. If 
they have sore throats or cc|ds, or if 
their hands are likely to be contain!- 
nated with bacteria in any svay they 
should be relieved temporarily from 
work. 


All examination,, usually goven to 


food handlers must be given to those 


j who make and handle ice cream. Clean 


garments should be chpcciully reserv- 
ed fo woking hous. 


It is well known tnat gems can live 


a long time even unde vey cold con- 
ditions, so that keeping ice cream in 
a frozen condition for any length of 
time is no guarante that it will be 
safe from the point of view »f danger- 
ous germs. 


In the large cities there usually are 


resolutions which control manufacture 
and distribution of ice cream. Nowa- 
days most ice cream is distributed in 
sealed packages rather than in bulk. 
You should make certain thit that the 
sealed package has noe been tampered 
with in any way before i! reaches 
you.

ing books is that once in a blue moon 
you run across a book that is perfect 
in its kind—a book that you can rec- 
ommend in the strongest terms you 
know how to use.

Such a book is James Hilton's little 


novel, "Goodbye Mr. Chips!". 


It is a short novel—hardly more than, 


a long short story^-and the tale it 
tells is the simplest. But it is a little 
gem. 
It tells abotu a 
retired 
English 


schoolmaster—a gentle, 
white-haired 


old chap who had spend all his life 
in the teaching of boys and who, in 
his retirement, takes lodging across 
the stret from his old school so that 
he can keep in contact with them. 
. He has become a sort of unoffi- 
cial school institution. He has the lads 
in for tea, by ones and two and threes 
almost every day in the school year; 
he takes pains to keep a pink walnut 
cake in his cupboard for them. 


And the story simply tells how, in 


the sunset of his life, he looks back 
on his past, on his youth, his long life 
of service, his wife, who wiht their 
only son died half a century ago; on 
the war and the boys he knew who 
were killed in it; and on the long pro- 
cession of boys, decade after decade, 
who have drifted into his life and 
then drifted out again, taking some- 
thing with them and also 
leaving 


something exceedingly precious. 


And so, at last, he dies. And a friend 


by his bed remarks it is a pity that 
the old gentleman never 
had 
any 


children. Dying, he hears, rouses him. 
self, chuckling, to protest— "Oh yes, 
I have thousands of them. . .all boys. 


It is a singularjy beautiful, tender 


and moving story.
